I have 
another band called Go National that I do with my wife Alison and we’re 
more pop. It’s similar to Five Ten but a little more harder edge and more 
straight forward.

How long have you been skating? 

Fourteen years. 

How old are you? 

Twenty-three years old. 

What is your favorite thing about skateboarding? 

Gabe Jordan I was in my driveway playing with matchbox 
cars and he skated by, and I wanted to start skateboarding. 

What was the first trick you ever did? 

I pushed off my mom s van, riding fakie, and I d just do a kick turn so that f was riding forward. And I thought that was a trick, 
and 1 d do it over and over again. Fuck, I still push off my mom s van when 1 go home. I don t care if my wheels leave the 
ground. 

So when did you leave Indiana? 

I was bom and raised in Ft. Wayne and 1 lived there until I was eighteen when I graduated high school. I just made it through 
everyday trying to skate as much as I could. I lived in a small town, Ft. Wayne was an actual city, I lived in a small town called 
Bluffton. 1 skated whatever I could there, but I looked forward to the weekends when 1 visited my father in the city because my 
parents were divorced. Monday- Friday I would just wait, and wait, and wait, until I got a ride to Ft. Wayne. I d go say hi to 
my dad then I d go skate for like 48 hours straight, I d go home and eat a frozen pizza and a glass of juice and be back out. He 
barely saw me, it was supposed to be our time together but he just wanted me to skate. He gave me rides to the downtown area 
or the skate park, and he would come and watch me now and then. I left when I was eighteen, I ve spent the last three and a half 
years traveling; taking greyhound busses, catching rides, walking skating to places. 1 walked from my house in Ft. Wayne to 
Bluffton once just to see my girlfriend. 35 miles I walked all night in the snowstorm, I loved her and I still love her. 

So when did you decide to make the big move? 

I was living in Atlanta and 1 had been stoked on Consolidated for a long time okay , I left Indiana when I was 18 and moved to 
Minneapolis with Corey then we moved to Atlanta for a year. So both of these moves were to bigger cities and newer places. I 
got to skate a lot of other people s stuff, and learn stuff. I did cross-county from Minneapolis to California eight times, and that 
was on greyhound bus rides. It s insane to spend that many days on a bus, it s gnarly. That s what got me into music a lot, all 
that time I just listened to music and it just started to make so much sense to me. 

What kind of music do you listen to? 

I like Fifteen, Avail, The Descendents, Piebald, The Promise Ring, Jets- to Brazil, Minor Threat, and Jawbreaker s insane, they re 
one of my all time favorites. 

More or less hardcore/punk? 

Yeah. I listen to any country. I grew up listening to it and I m so interested in the kind of stories they re telling. I remember

I used to wonder what was happening that they know that I don t, but country music always made sense. When I was little there 
would be rock n roll, it was fast and it got me stoked and motivated me, but country filled me and gave me ideas and made me 
grow.

The tour has been good, I ve been able to go to the New England states, and I ve never been over 
there. I met and made new friends all over. When we got to Ohio we were so close to Indiana I wanted to go home, but I knew 
there was a good chance it wasn t going to happen because we were so busy. Then I found out that my brother had passed away, 
so there was no question I told those guys I leaving, I ve got to go home and they understood and drove five hours out of the way 
to take me to my house. I made a lot of things happen when I was home so I felt comfortable enough to get back on the tour. I 
got back on the tour in Kalamazoo and some of my friends from Ft. Wayne drove up to the park and here I am today. There were 
12 people who started this tour and now it s down to 6. Right now it s Nick Freitas he s a photographer for Thrasher, he s super 
cool, Scott Bourne, Karma, Casey, Howard Cook and myself. Howard s from England, he was a friend from the first word. 

So what are your plans when you get back? 

When I get back to Santa Cruz 111 hang out for a day or two make sure everything s okay. There is a new video out It is what it 
* is. 111 help out, print some stuf f, whatever. There is a good chance I m going to move back to Indiana, seeing my family in the 
past few days has allowed me to understand that it would be cool to be available to them. And I can skateboard anywhere. It s 
not a big deal to me to walk in the snow to find a dry place to skate. It s just inside of me. Like my friend Buddy opened a shop 
called Rise. So I m really motivated to move back. I m a country nerd, it s cool.

It’s 
the only way it stays is when its personal, you’ve got to have that have 
nothing to do with he. That’s why I know that’s roe, I never even liked the 
word “straight edge” until the last year or two because of the huge influx of 
people trying to make me feel like shit about it. I took off for a year and I 
didn’t talk to anybody because I was really pissed. I went to this tinny 
town full of hippies where I didn’t know one person, I learned more about 
why I was sxe when I was totally immersed in that then ever before. And 
you have to know what that means for yourself standing alone from 
anything else because things are going to change. 







D: Do you think it’s important to reclaim the term “straight edge,” to give 
it a more punk essence then a conservative ideology? 

G 1 don’t know I wasn’t really sxc when I was 16,1 drank and smoked, I 
didn’t really do a lot of drugs but I definitely can’t say that I didn’t do any 
of that shit. But I’m glad 1 went through it because 1 now I know the 
reasons I can’t do any of that again. Yeah I IlCYCr liked Calling 

it “straight edge” cause that had bad connotations 
with jocks and assholes, people that were basically 
fake and now they’re all bar jocks somewhere. 
People are just jocks at heart, it doesn t madder if 
it’s straight edge or Christianity they’re going to 
look for a reason and find a platform. They can t 
devalue straight edge, and what straight edge means. 

Straight Edge is just a word for hardcore kids to identify themselves.

E: It’s just a word that people can use to convey their belief system. 

C: But there is no standard. I know people who are only relatively sxc to 
the group they’re in. Like they don’t drink and that’s a big enough deal, 
and that’s cool. 


E: There are people who have nothing to do with hardcore who call 
themselves sxe. 


G Weil one of the reasons I never liked the word 
“straight edge” is because of the association with “I 
don’t drink, I don’t smoke, I don’t fuck.” I don’t 
know anyone who didn’t ever fuck! I don’t like religion 

for the same reason I don’t like drugs. I don’t watch TV every night for the 
same reasons I don’t get drunk. 


D: You speak about how contradictory it is to talk/sing about revolution¬ 
ary actions and not do them, what do you do outside The Swarm that’s 
revolutionary? 

G I just got into this in another interview about lifestyle anarchism vs. 1 
guess hairstyle anarchism. In the end, we live in a consumer 
world, whether you’re talking about Canada or the 
states. It’s going to carry a lot more weight what I 
did over the whole course of my life as far as 
everything I believe in incorporating itself into my 
life, what 1 eat, what I buy, where ill go and where 
I wont go, will have a lot bigger impact then if I 
could say when I was 18 I went to some rally and 
screamed something and said for a week I was a 
something-ist. That’s politics to me. 










D: Do you sec it as a problem that to so many, hardcore is just music? 


C: You mean like no one is really listening? Yeah that’s something l 
definitely see a lot of now and I get really pissed off about. It seems like no 
one is really saying anything; there is a lot thesaurusy type of things going. 

But it seems like it’s all right because no one is really listening anyway even 
if someone were saying anything. 

E: In anything there is always going to be people who are just there for the 
fun, and it’s there choice and it’s a healthy thing. 

C: Yeah its funny that we’re all resentful but we have to admit that everyone 
evolves in their own way. And I think subconsciously its going to work its 
way into their lives and shape them.

E: People who aren’t apart of the hc/punk scene anymore arc still pissed 
off, they still don’t live by the modern 9-5. Even though they’re not apart 
of the music scene anymore they still have this “fuck the world” attitude. ^

circles on the rise, and people wanting to swap spit... 

C: All I can say is that I’m here for the exchange of ideals not the exchange 
of saliva, or semen. 


mean hardcore has always meant to be a variety of beliefs in one place, it’s 
not like we have the right to say diat doesn’t belong here. But to some 
extent, this is where I came because I grew' up in that shit and tried to get 
away from it. 

D: Do you think it will stick? 

C: 1 mean look at when everyone was into Shelter and running around 
with bird shit on their nose! 

E: Yeah Krishna isn’t even heard of anymore. 

C: I say Jesus has got 6 months! 
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E: How do you feel about die opinion that it is self-liberating to sit in a 
circle and spin a bottle. 

C: I think it’s stupid. If it was a bunch of jocks in a jock bar, people 
would say “jesus these people are just here to get fucked and they are 
pretending they’re not.” But something has happened to hardcore that, if 1 
dress up as a nerdy harmless looking person it will make me less of a sexual 
predator. I mean I feel sex should have something to do with dignity, 
maybe I’m wacky. I mean within hardcore nobody is going to be shocked 
by it, go do that in the middle of Wal-Mart if you want to do something 
revolutionary.

D: In between songs you talked about the influx of Christianity into 
hardcore, could you elaborate on your opinions about the damaging effects *£ 
of this?

Because everyone is moving, for better or worse, in 
opposite directions. To go on ignoring that only makes 
things more and more volatile internally, however well 
it may all be going externally. We’re gonna leave it 
off on a good note rather than let it all fizzle into 
shit and play 25 “last shows ever” for 2 years. I 
think this meant different things to all of us, half 
of us see this as an all-encompassing way of life, and 
half are/we re just playing for the sake of playing. 

That dynamic can only ever work for so long. You get 
some people feeling like they’re trying to cram 
meaning into something that doesn’t want it, and some 
feeling Tike they’re being spoken for. And everyone 
being frustrated with it. 


What do you feel you have accomplished as a band, 
and as an individual? 


As a band, we’ve done a lot, put out a bunch of 

records were all pretty happy with, met and worked 
with a lot of rad people, broken lots of equipment and 
set lots of stuff on fire. We’ve found a good medium 
between the extremes that we hate. It seems like 
things are really boring on one side of hardcore and 
really thoughtless and thug-like on the other. I think 
we managed to slip through the cracks and mix politics 
and recklessness in just the right amounts. That’s an 
accomplishment. . 

As an individual I’m still clinging to that juvenile 
belief that you can effect change in people doing 
things like this, because l know how I was changed by 
songs, people, and ideas I may not have otherwise come 
across. So as tacky as it may be, the most gratifying 
part of any of this for me personally is just getting 
feedback from people. Making each other think and . 
talk, that’s what keeps it worthwhile no matter how 
sold out or dried up hardcore gets on the whole. Good 
people, good times. 


Is there anything you wish you would have accomplished? 

We were supposed to do an LP next, but we really lost 

track sometime last fall. We all got really busy or 

otherwise occupied. 3 of us play in other bands, and 

as much as the Swann was picking up so much speed (in 

terms of the records going well and the shows getting 

bigger and bigger), it was slowing down at the same 

time. There’s a lot that we meant to do but never got 

there. Like the West Coast, we were supposed to do 2 

weeks with the Locust last summer, which would have been 

so rad, but one of us had some legal problems and we 

couldn’t go. We were going to go to Europe this summer 

as well, but hey, it’s really irrelevant because it 

was time for it to go so we had/have to let it go. It 

feels like hell but realistically, I think bands have 

a good life-span of 2 or 3 years before they’re either 

go to shit or are trying too hard to replicate the 

sound they’ve created. At some point it all just stops 

happening naturally, and that’s when it’s time to call 

it a day.

say thanks or something, definitely spend the time to do it all, I mean look at my job, 
its cushy as hell, all I have to do is go around and skate, that what I like to do, so three 
week out of the year I have to go on tour and give myself, that's all I have to do, all 
my requirements are in the summer anything else is like, I'm on a film and stuff I have 
a lot of requirements, but I mean a tour is a tour, I like to tour I like to travel around, I 
like to do good demos for kids, its like its a great feeling you know, definitely like 
showing off (laugh), defiantly like coming to demos talking to kids. Its like its just a 
day out of my life, I can go home, I can go to the hotel tonight have all the time i want 
to myself. When I'm here I'm like Ed Templeton, I've been pro for a long enough time 
where people like come to see Toy Machine, they come to see Ed Templeton, Chris 
Senn...
